portant and necessary activity of 
the teaching of English to the for­ 
eign-born.

stances there was no acknowledg­ 
ment that the state had the prob­ 
lem of the Immigrant who could 
not speak English. 
Now the fact 
is universally recognized, the field 
surveyed and the State Board of 
Education has added to its activi­ 
ties a new and important one, the 
department of immigrant educa­ 
tion. 
Practical experiments, pro­ 
gressive legislation and a tireless 
campaign to awaken public inter 
est and enlist public sentiment— 
a!l of this on the part of the com­ 
mission—made the move possible. 
The 1920 census shows that ap­ 
proximately fifty per cent of the 
total population of the

Hanna, the “king- 
maker,-’ In solitary grandeur and 
received hi* henchmen and issued 
his order* 
Harding, 
Fora ker. 
Dougherty, 
Bushnell, Nash, Cox and even be­ 
loved 
McKinley 
how*»d 
at 
his 
shrine in the parlor* of the 
old 
Neil House. Some of them carried 
knives behind their back. but they 
came Just the same, got their or­ 
ders and executed them, too. 
Before that Rutherford B. Hayes, 
James A. Garfield, J. W arren Keif* 
pf, then speaker of the 
national 
house and still living, gathered in 
the Neil House with their hench­ 
men and mixed their war medi­ 
cine. There sat John R . Mc7>ean, 
Democratic leader and publisher, 
and his adviser*. 
And there 
were many 
before 
that—name* that loomed big in 
the middle of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury. hut which now are 
found 
only on teombatonea and in histor­ 
ies. 
At the tab!* fr. front of the Veil 
House bar sat “Boat*’ Cox of Cin­ 
cinnati and there came the lieu­ 
tenants of the first real Ohio king­ 
maker and took the orders that 
mild* and unmade senators, gov­ 
ernors and even pretfdent*. That 
was before 
Hanna, the 
greater 
Warwick, came 
upon the 
scene 
and reduced Cox to the atatna of 
a mere county boas. 
Practically all of the 
political 
history of Ohio, a large part of tho 
political hfstorv of 
the 
United 
States, was made in the new dingy 
parlors, in front of the now long 
abandoned har of the Neil House.

March was ushered in with welcome showers aud 
that is an encou aging fact, following the record 
for February, which was somewhat deficient. 
The 
rainfall for that month in Riverside was 1.18, a little 
more than half the normal total of 2.04. 
The rain­ 
fall to March I was practically seven and a half 
Inches; and the normal rainfall after March I is 
close to three inches and a half. 
It therefore looks 
very much as if we may expect IO inches or more 
for the season, and that would be ample for all pur­ 
poses. 
Only three times in 42 years—1885, 1887 and 1917 
—has there failed to be considerable pain, in March. 
And in these seasons there were quite heavy rains 
in April—2.15 inches in 1885; 1.70 inches in 1887, 
and .70 Inch in 1917, Even in the years of deficient 
rainfall, as 1881 and 1904—the March rainfall was 
rarely less than an inch and frequently over that. 
In 1903 the rainfall in March was six inches; and 
for April 1.73. 
In 1904 the March total was 3.21 
and .58 of an inch fell in April. 
In 1905 the March 
rainfall was 4.87 inches: the April total .45, and the 
May total .88. In 1906 the March total was 6.86 and 
the April total 1.38. 
In 1912 the March rainfall was 
4.02 Inches and the April fall 2.34 Inches. 
In March 
of 1918 the rainfall was 5.45 inches. 
Most of this 
fell within a week—March 5-12—when the precipita­ 
tion was 4.86. 
As the season’s average March is the second w et­ 
test month of the year, January ranking first; and 
the outlook Is favorable for such timely spring rains 
as will ensure abundant farm crops and a fine water 
supply for the coming Irrigation season.
